BART Benefits To 
Public Discussed 


On January 24, Harold Van 
Coops, aeputy health officer of 
Albany, conlterred with David 
Kelsey, public information offi- 
cer of BART, on the public 
health benefits to be derived 
trom more complete utilization 
of BART transportation. 

When BART was formed, its 
benefits were to include reduc- 
tion of smog and lead in the air 
by making one and two passen- 
ger auto rides too expensive by 
comparison. Recently in the 
news there have been state- 
ments that fares must be raised 
to cover operating expenses. 
Mr. Kelsey confirmed this and 
stated that the system will be 
financially inoperable even with 
moderate fare increases after 
January or March, 1975. He em- 
phasized that the condition was 
caused by unpredictable cost 
rises, a doubled inflation rate 
and the recent strike; also that 
the state law under which 
BART was formed requires 
that operating expenses be de- 
rived from fares alone. He stat- 
ed further that if fares cost 
more, patronage and therefore 
revenue will be less, consequent- 
ly a change in the law and a 
subsidy are being sought. 

It will be up to the State Me- 
tropolitan Transportation Com- 
mission, the Legislature, the 
Governor and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation to de- 
cide upon a revenue source to 
be utilized. Major possibilities 
are: extension of the present 
Sales tax, a property tax, high- 
way funds or license fees, 
bridge tolls or a direct subsidy. 

Mr. Kelsey also stated the 
pleasant news that present 
schedules promise that transbay 
operation should start in Sep- 
tember this year, according to 
Van Coops.

City Council 


Firemen Increase Emergency 
Service, Reduce Fire Losses 


Albany City Councilmen Mon- 
day night received the 1973 an- 
nual report of Albany Fire De- 
partment in which Fire Chief 
Gerald Browne reported an in- 
crease in emergency services 
and decrease in fire loss and 
loss per capita. 


In his cover letter to Coun- 
cil, Browne said: 

“This report will discluse that 
although we have had a great 
increase in our emergency re- 
sponses both the fire loss and 
the loss per capita have shown 
a decrease. Albany's loss of 
$1.47 per capita, that is far be- 
low the per capita loss in sur- 
rounding cities, does not give 
us satisfaction or compacency. 
We like other communities re- 
alize that a careful appraisal of 
the city’s fire problems for the 
future may indicate that much 
remains to be accomplished be- 
fore fire loss figures reach a 
practical irreducible minimum.” 

Chief Browne credited their 
good record to active fire pre 
vention programs, cooperation 
of the Police department and 
other city departments as well 
as the residents of Albany. 


Councilman Joe Carlevaro 
called attention to their ser- 
vices last year and publicly 


thanked Chief Browne and oth- 
thers who worked on the excel-. 


lent report. 
Following a rather lengthy 
discussion regarding the pro- 


posed amendment to the Home 
Occupation Ordinance and ques- 
tioning by Dario Meniketti and 
Louis Bell, Council voted to 
post the amendment and hold 
off a decision for two weeks, 
Feb. 19.
